At the rate of 10,000,000 cubic feet 
daily the well, it allowed to flow, 
would produce about 200 barrels of | 
naptha per day, with estimated | 
light oil gravity test of 50 to 60 deg. | 
rees.

lieved to be in the D-2 Devonian 
zone, has now been determined as 
getting production from D-3 coral 
reet, ‘the D-2 horizon did not show 
production, although some porosity 
Was encountered, 

Because of the high pressure at 
the well precautionary methods 
have to be taken, and this will pro- 
bably slow up testing operations. | 

Production is being taken from | 
the 8100 foot level, and back pres. | 
sure registered 2300 p.s.i., While | 
bottom hole pressure was 3500 p.s.i. 

The well was tested with 2000 
gallons of acid before being brought 
into production last Wednesday 
morning.

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Didsbury and district once more is coming to the 
fore in provincial circles and at the present time the 
populace of the province, dominion and United States 
is looking up to the possible development that may be 
centred by Didsbury within the next few years. 

The reason for this new development is the bring- 
ing in of the Bailey-Olds No. 1 well in an entirely new 
area as a tremendous wet gas discovery which may 
rank in production to the Pincher Creek gas field, and 
with a potential of fifty million cubic feet of gas per 
day. The well has oil production besides, but how much 
is still to be determined. 

Then there is the wet gas discovery well at Super- 
ior Robertson west of Didsbury, which has discovered 
another new area, although as yet not in commercial | 
quantities. 

With the gas discoveries has come an almost cer- 
tain installation of a gas system in our town, as well as 
other towns between Calgary and Red Deer, and future 
citizens are now casting their eyes in this direction as 
a possible place in which to live, with modern water| 
and heating facilities available such as only the larger |

This year, while crops are late in the entire prov- 
ince, the Didsbury district has the possibilities of rais- 
ing the largest grain crop in its history and travellers | 
from near and far tell us that the grain crops around | 
here are the best they have seen.

PERENNIAL SOW THISTLE 

I think most people are familiar 
With this weed as it is rather preva- 
lent to some degree in a large sec- 
tion of the Municipality. It is a deep 
rooted perennial with large and 
Vigorous running root stocks. Stem 
from one to five feet high, hollow, 
simple, with few leaves and branch. 
ing at the top. Whole plant is filled 
with a bitter, milky juice, Flowers 
are bright yellow, one and one-half 
inches across. This weed produces a 
large amount of seed, together with 
its Vigorous running root stocks 
makes it one of our most aggressive 
weed enemies. Wherever establish- 
ed it will crowd out the crops al- 
most completely. In Manitoba per- 
ennial sow thistle is considered one 


of the worst of fall weed pests. If | 


left undisturbed its seed ripens be- 
fore the grain is cut and are carried 
for long distances by the wind. 

During the last two years we have 
had occasion to observe at first 
hand the effect of 24-D on this 
weed. The results of this observa. 
tion indicate to us that this bad 
weed can be effectively controlled 
or erradicated by the use of 2,4-D. 
Even at this time of the year when 


the plants are almost full grown) 


they seem to yield) to chemical 
treatment. Where there are only 
small patches it would seem worth. 
while to walk through the field 
with a knapsack sprayer and treat 
each patch. It is tar easier to take 
care of a small patch than a large 
one.

| FALL RYE 


Fall rye tends to be the neglected | 
step child in the family of cereal 
grains, says J. E. Birdsall, Super- 
visor of Crop Improvement, Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, It is us- 
ually thought to be suitable only 
for soil that is light and untertile, 
jand so not good enough for such 
crops aS wheat, oats or barley. It 
will not produce flour that can be 
made into light, white loaves, nor 
is it So palatable to livestock as 
other cereals, Nevertheless, it has 
several virtues that should not be | 
| overlooked when the farm cropping 
program is being planned. 

Fall rye is outstanding as a com: 
petitive crop. Few weeds can sur- 
vive in a good stand, Since it is 
usually seeded before the end of 
August it provides a cover crop to 
prevent soil drifting. It is resistant, 
although not immune to wheat stem 
sawfly attack, It may be used as a 
pasture in the spring and fall but 
this is not advisable where weed 
control is the main objective, Dis- 
tribution of labour throughout the 
year is an important objective on 
any farm. Fall rye production will 
help with this since it is seeded itn 
the summer and is usually harvest- 
ed before other cereals

Hunting Dates Sef 
For Migratory Birds 


The Canadian Wildlife Service 
has issued the latest migratory 
bird laws for ducks, geese, rails and 
coots in the southern district of Al. 
berta, Where the season will be 
from September 22 to October 22. 
in the Northern Alberta District the 
Season Will be from September 8 to 
November 6; Edmonton District 
September 15 to November 13. 

The Alberta Districts are describ. 
ed as follows: 

Northern— That part of the Pro- 
vinee lying north of the right bank 
of the Athabaska River going down 
stream to its intersection with the 
north boundary of Township 72 and 
and north of the North boundary of | 
fownship 72 from the Athabaska 
to its intersection With interprovin- 
cial boundary between Alberta and 
Saskatchewan. 

The Edmonton District — That! 
part of the Province lying south of 
the Northern District and north of 
a line described as follows: Com. | 
mencing at the point Where the) 
centre line of Highway No. 12 in. | 
tersects the east boundary of Al-| 
berta: thence Westerly along the 
said centre line of Highway No. | 
12 through Coronation and Stettler, 
to the point of intersection of the 
centre line of Highway No. 12 with 
the centre line of Highway No. 2; 
thence southerly along the said 
centre line of Highway No, 2 to its 
intersection With the centre line of 
Highway No, 11; thence westerly 


way No. 11 to Brazeau; thence due | 
west to the boundary of Alberta, | 

The Southern District is that part | 
of the Province lying south of the 
Edmonton Zone. | 

The following are regulations ap- | 
plying to Alberta, | 

Close seasons — There is a close | 
season throughout the year on wood | 
ducks, swans, cranes, and Ross's | 
geese; on all shore birds except | 
Wilson's snipe; and on all migra 
tory non-game and _— insectivorous 


Bag limits—In any day: ducks, 8; 
geese, 5; coots and rails, 10; Wil- 
son's snipe, 16. Migratory game 
birds lawfully killed may be pos- 
sessed in Alberta at any time, 

Prohibited weapons — No per- 
son may hunt migratory game birds 
with a rifle, with a shotgun that 
can contain more than three car- | 
tridges at any time, or with a shot- 
gun loaded with a single bullet. | 

Hours of shooting — No person 
shall hunt migratory game birds) 
from one half hour after sunset un- | 
til one-half hour before the next 
sunrise. 

Other restrictions — No person 
shall shoot geese in Alberta within 
100 yards of the edge of the waters 
of the North Saskatchewan, Red 
Deer, Bow, South Saskatchewan, 
Oldman, Smokey, or Little Smokey 
Rivers. No person shall shoot mig- 
ratory game birds in Alberta within | 
one-half mile of the edge of the} 
waters of Sullivan, Beaverhill, Buf. | 
falo, Ministik, Whitford, or Kenil- | 
worth Lakes, 

The season for Wilson’s Snipe in 
the Northern District is from Sept- 
ember 8 to October 8; Edmonton 
District September 15 to October 15; | 
Southern District, September 22 to 
October 22. 
Federal Rules 

Under Migratory Bird Rules for 
1951 which apply throughout all 
Canada it is forbidden to use any 
of the following: 

(1) Any weapon or means other 
than a gun not larger than No, 10 
guage or a bow and arrow. 

(2) A swivel gun, a machine gun, 
or a battery. | 

(3) Live birds as decoys. 

(4) Night lights, 

(5) An aireraft, a power-boat or 
a sail-boat, in actual hunting. An 
aircraft, a power-boat, or a motor 
vehicle to disturb birds in order to 
drive them towards a hunter 

It is forbidden to: 

(1) Shoot migratory game birds 
from any wheeled or motor vehicle 
or any vehicle to which draught 
animals are attached, 

(2) Have with one for one’s own | 
use, while hunting migratory game | 
birds, more than one shotgun at} 
any one time. 

(3) Hunt migratory game birds 
by the use or aid of baiting, or 
within one-half mile of any place 
where baiting is taking place or 
has taken place on or subsequent 
to the fourteenth day before the 
first day of open season for ducks 
and geese in that area 

The penalty for violation of any 
provision is a fine of not less than 
$10 and not more than $300, or im 
prisonment for not more than six 
months, or both fine and imprison 
ment,
